THE FAIR. — 


The Annual Fete Week Begins 
on Monday. 


Arrangements -- The Exhibits -- The Il- 
luminations. 


About the Fair Grounds to-day all is bustle and 
confusion. In many parts the goods have been 
thoroughly arranged for exhibition and everything 
is bright and smiling, but the sound of hammer 
and saw still echoes through the woods, and there 


is bustle and excitement everywhere. The last 
entries of exhibitions for space In the buildings 
were received to-day, and ali the room inside has 
been apportioned off. Nothing can prevail upon 
the secretary to receive any more 
goods for exhibition to-day. In the Art and Tex- 
tile Halls many of the displays are complete, and 
oifers a most handsome and attractive sight. The 
entry list has been very large, showing a disposition 
on the part of the merchants to inerease the pas 
ronage of the Fair as well as to offer .a practical 
illustration of the general progress and prosperity 
of the city. The exhibit of the machinery interest 
has so increased from year to year 
that it is now poo to 
confine half the ap peaants within the shelter 
provided. One exhibitor after another has en- 
croached upon the field enctreled by the race track 
so that nearly all of the entire space is now given 
over to manufacturers of hay rakes, 
plows, corn shellers, mills and en- 
zines. These, however, do not detract 
irom the appearance of things, but they go to 
show that the patronage of the institution is ont- 
growing the facilities of aceommodation. The 
work of preparing for visitors is being pushed as 
much as possibie, and though fit is likely that the 
nerves of the visitors will feel an occasional jar 
from the rattle of plank and the clang of carpent- 
ers’ tools.

Monday will be children’s 
day, and all under the age of twelve will! be ad- 
mitted free to all parts of the grounds. Of course 
there will be a holiday at the public sehools. 

At the Fair Grounds office this morning there 
Was a great rush of exhibitors for free tickets and 
many contestants for individual honors, breught 
samples of their work. Anh embroideréd chair- 
back, a silk-patched quilt and several other exam 
ples of female handiwork were among the lot. 

Yesterday afternoon and this morning a large 
number of live stock were -receiyed at the 
grounds, ineluding thirty or fd#ty -head of 
Devon. catttle,a drove of Soc all from 
Quincy, and a number of NormAn and other 
blooded horses from various points in the country. 

Comniunications continne to pour into the Mer- 
chants’ Bureau of Entertainment giving the names 
of localities where strangers can be provided with 
accommodations during Fair week. Most of these 
come from respectable private families. 
The gentlemen of the Dureau say that 
there need not be the least bit of fear that all who 
come will not be well accommodated, however 
immense the crowd may be. The headquarters 
of the bureau, as has already been stated, is at 
No. 512 Chestnut — street. P the trouble 
of visitors to find a_ ledg- 
ing there will be no charges 
whatever. Everybody who hasaspare room is 
requested to leave his address at the bureau. 
The bureau 1s under the immediate supervision of 
the wholesale merchants and thoroughly reliable,

UNFINISHED. 


The Coroner’s Inquest in the Mayo Murder 
Case. 

The body of John Mayo (colored) has been lying 
in the Morgue since September 4. Upon that date 
it was removed fromthe City Hospital, where he 
had died early in the morning from the effects of a 
wound received on the 30th of March last at the 
Bethel Home, corner of Main and Olive 
streets. During an altercation in 
that place he and another colored 
roustabout- named Ruben Star came to blows. 
Star drew a large knife from his pocket and 
plunged it into May’s side. The negro was taken 
to the Hospital and his assailant placed in jail 
under a charge of assault to kill. Thischarge has 
been on the docket of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection against Star up to the time of May’s 
death, when it was changed to murder. 
May’s condition alternated until he died. 
At the aes’ held by the Coroner the post-mor 
tein examination developed that death had resulted 
from a knife wound and that Star was a murderer. 
A number of witnesses were examined and they tes- 
tified to the fact of a qnarrel between the men, 
but their evidence was not sufficient in the mind 
of the Coroner. A man_ named Anderson 
had witnessed the whole affair and 
had seen the knife used by § Star. 
He was hunted for but could net be found. It 
was learned that he had ieft a day or two before 
May’s death on the up-river steamer Josephine for 
St. Paul and would not be back for some time. 
The inquest was thus held open until his evidence 
eould be obtained and the body of May eould not 
be buried until the conclusion of the inanest. This 
morning the Coroner reccived word 
from the Police Headquarters that the steamer 
hey egg had arrived at6 o’clock this morning, 
but that Anderson was not on board her. Inquiry 
elicited the fact.that he had got off the boat at 
Canton, INinois. Why he got off is not Known, 
but it at least appears singularandas though some 
le erage action on the part of 

fay’s friends had been taken 
to prevent Anderson’s damaging 
evidence in the ease. The Coroner is yet un- 
decided what to do; whether to conclude the In- 
quest with the testimony already taken or take 
means to secure the presence of Anderson.

A Reportorial Trip to the Insane 


Asylum and Poor-House. 


_ — 
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Inmates of Whom Intemperance Has 


Been the Ruin, 


The speech made by Dr. Elliott at the Church 
of England temperance meeting, held in St. 
George’s Church last Monday evening, which 
was published inthe Post-Dispatcu of the day 
following, contained some statistics bearing upon 
the relation of intemperance with crime, in- 
digence and insanity, and making so stronga 
showing that areporter paid a visit to the city 
institutions in order to obtain, if possible, at the 
Poor-house and Insane Asylum some facts upon 
the same subject which would be of 
interest tothe many whonow devote attention 
to it. In one sense the _ statistics ob- 
tained were rather unsatisfactory, the history of 
the cases on hand not being as fullas might be 
desired, but on the whole, abundant evidence was 
had to show that intemperance is the more or less 
direct cause of a vast amount of the mental and 
bodily misfortune which converts annually so 
many men and women, who ought to be enjoying 
the pleasures and bearing the responsibilities of 
active citizenship, into miserable burdens upon 
their fellow-beings. 

The first of the institutions visited was the Poor- 
house, where it was learned that the accommoda- 
tionsare about equally divided between paupers, 
its proper occupants, and lunatics, who are cared 
for there in default of room to house them in the 
asylum, already overcrowded to an uncomfortable 
extent. Ofthese transferred patients no histori- 
cal record is kept in the Poor-house and in- 
formation asto the causes which led to the 
seclusion of the paupers not being available a few 
of the able-bodied beneficiaries of the St. Louis 
tax-payers were subjected to investigation, but 
with remarkably poor results. If the records of 
the place were unable to give the ‘required infor- 
mation, the paupers themselvers are a 
hardly any more valuable souree_ of 
intelligence. The dull routine of Poor-house life, 
it was plain to observe, as the interviewed were 
questioned as to their earlier careers, had played 
sad havoe with the mental pert of them. Dull- 
eyed and sullen-browed they heard the questions 
a0 to them, but hardly deigned to use what little 
yrain-power was left to them to make even an at- 
teimpt to understand their meaning, much lesg to 
frame intelligent answers. 

“Can you not tell me whether the habit of drink- 
ing to excess had anything to do with landing you 
here in the Poor-house!” the reporter asked of a 
heavy, hulking fellow who only louvked blankly 
back and cast his eyes upon vacancy instead of 
answering. 

“Tell the gentleman what he wants to know, 
Tam sure the question is simple enough,” expos- 
tulated a remarkably bright eyed individual who 
sat beside the exasperating personification of stoli- 
dity and pauperism. The fellow had nothing to 
say, however, aud the reporter gave him up as im- 
practicable and walked off wiih the Poor-house 
physician who smiled quietly 2s he noted the fact 
that while the man who had displayed a reticence 
equal only to that of an anti-Filley committee- 
man When interviewed onthe subject of conciia- 
tion and party harmony, was supposed to be in the 
full possession of his faculties, the one who had 
rebuked him was actually devoid of mental con- 
trol—in short a lunatic. One or two other paupers 
were interviewed,but it was slow work and the re- 
porter was glad to avail himself of the experience 
of the physician, who informed him that while it 
was not possible to give figures on the subiect# 
there was no doubt that the vice of intemperance 
had something to do with avast majority of the 
eases of pauperism which the city has on its 
hands. 

Atthe Lunatic Asylum the reporter was enabled 
to dive into the well of statistics with a somewhat 
more satisfactory result. 

“Are you going to have a prohibition article on 
the facts we supply you with?” Dr. Murray asked 
as he huntedkup some annual reports to aid him in 
his official statement of facts, 

“Neither a prohibition nor an anti-prohibition 
article,” the reporter answered, “but simply one 
supplying information on a subject which is just 
how occupying much tog attention.’ 

The Doctor produced-his reports and was ena- 
bled very shortly to speak by the book, which he 
did as follows: 

‘The report for 1879-80 shows that of 98 men 
who were placed in the Lunatic Asylum the men- 
tal disorder of twelve Was due to intemperance; 
of 91 woinen one case Was charged to the sauine 
cause. Inthe year 1880-81 the figures were 11 out 
of 121 male patients; seven out of %4 female pa- 
tients. In the year 1881-82 the proportion was 
19 out of 187 male patients and4 out of & female 
patients. Thusfarinthe present year the pro- 
portion of cases due to intemperance to the whole 
number is stnaller than in the previous year, but 
the exact figures can hot readiiy be given,” 

‘A resume of the three years for which figures 
were supplied shows that of a total of 629 cases, 64 
were the result of intemperanee, a percentage of 
10.08. The total number of male cases gave 42 out 
of 356. a percentage of 11.8.. The totai number of 
female cases gave 12 out of 273, a percentage of 
D.Ue. 

‘‘What are the distinctive features of these 
cases as compared with linacy prodtced by other 
causes?” the reporter asked. 

“The only feature in which they differ material- 
ly,’ Dr. Morney answered, “is that they are more 
curable than other cases.” 

“How do you account for this?” 

“T think the reason for this lies in the fact that 
we generally get these cases at an earlier stage of 
the disease. The disease of insanity is, in a ma- 
jority of eases, a thing of slow growth and people, 
as a rule, do not cause their friends to be sent here 
until the symptoms have become so marked that 
their removal has become a matter of necessity, 
and by this time, unfortunately, that the persons 
affected have passed the curable stage of the dis- 
ease. With insanity arising from intemperance 
the earlier syinptoms are generally alarming out 
of proportion tothe real medical gravity of the 
ease, and the result is the patient receives the ben- 
efit of early attention, which frequently resuits in 
his cure. We have had cases here which present- 
ed at first all the symptoms of permanent mental 
degeneration, but which steadily improved under 
treatment, and cure was effected so rapidly that 
the entry in these cases was ‘developed sober,’ in- 
stead of ‘discharged cured.’ ” 

“Cases of plain drunk, eh?” 

“No; you would hardly have called them plain 
drunk if you had seenthem; they were cases of 
maunia-a-potu, but the brain trouble was not of the 
nature to make them lunatic asylum cases proper, 
and the record had to be made accordingly.” 

The reporter was shown afew cases of settled 
méntal derangement, which had resulted from the 
intemperate use of intoxicating liquors, and it was 
at once apparent that, in comparison with the 
general run of patients, they possessed no 
marked distinetive features. The most interest- 
ing of these was a jolly and portly German of mid- 
dle age, Whose faassive and handsome counte- 
nanee was darkened by a majestic brown beard 
and whose eye twinkled with irrepressible merri- 
ment. his preventable person, who in his eups 
coubtless allowed his mind to wander from things 
potable to things clerical, is now firmly of the be- 
lief that he is the Pope of Rome, and’ the expres- 
sion of gentle benignity which stole over his coun- 
tenanee as he bestowed upon the reporter 
the. pontifical .blessing was quite gratify- 
ing to the reci ext of the honor.

The statistics which the reporter had gathered 
at the public institutions were submitted by him 
to Dr. Elict, who, while acknowledging that he 
had no means of testing how the percentage com- 
ared with that of other similar institutions, be- 
ieved that they could be considered reliable. On 
the basis of the percentagé of 10.18 it was figured 
that over 90 of the 900 lunatics in the St. Louis 
asylum weré placed there by strong drink, and, 
carrying the calculation further, it was shown that, 
accepting the percentage as applicable to the 
whole country, not less than 11,000 American luna- 
tics have become such through intemperance.

Cigar Sharps Who Are Lying in Wait for the 
Affluent Granger. 


One of the industries which flourishes like a 
young bay tree in St. Louis during Fair week is 
the auction trade in cigars. Probably there is 
nothing criminal in selling a man a two cent cigar 
for four and a quarter cents, and letting him go 
away with the impression that he has reduced the 
auctioneer one step further on the road to bank- 
ruptey.. As a matterof fact the general purchaser 
may dismiss his sentimental regrets for the ruin 
he is inflicting on the unfortunate owner of the 


cigars. Statisticians have caleulated that 
it will take several weeks to ruin the playful aue- 
tioneer at the rate named. These cigar auction- 
ing establishments are like the poor—we have them 
with us always—but they become more numerous 
during Fair week. This festival season brings 
several thousand gentlemen in from the rural dis- 
tricts, who are just brimming over with human na- 
ture, and who are hard-hearted enough to be will- 
ing to bring beggary and desolation on the cigar 
dealer’s family, if they can at the same time get a 
ten-cent cigar for five cenis.

Important Resolutions Passed by the Farm- 
ers’ Convention To-Day. 


The Farmers’ National Congress reassembled 
at the Laclede this morning at 10 o’elock. Jus- 
tice Clark, of Red Oak, Iowa; Prof. 8. A. Knapp, 
of the lowa State Agricultural College; Prof. J. 
H. Santon and 8, M. Tracey, of the Missouri Ag- 
ricultural College, reported and took seats in the 
Congress. 


The discussion of the resolution of Mr. Harper, 
of Memphis, was then taken up and entered into. 
The resolution was offered at last night’s session 
in the following shape: 

Resolved, That the president of this congress 
appoint a committee of three of the best informed 
eltizens, Whose duty it shall be forthwith to ad- 
dress the tariff commission, either in person or by 
open letter, in behalf of the producing classes. deé- 
tailing as much as possible the serious effects of 
protective tariff onthe agricultural interests of 
the country, and that the letter of such committee 
be ose in such leading journals as may be 
willing to do so. 

Mr. Knapp offered an amendment to strike ont 
the words “detaching from the interests of,” and 
inserting*‘setting forth to the commissioner the op 
pressive character of the present tariff as an un- 
equal and unjust burden upon the agricultural in- 
terests,” thus increasing the force of the sesolu- 
tion. In this shape it. was adopted unanimously.

Murdering Men and Making Them 
Rich Afterward. 3

Encouragement for Despondent People 
to Hang On Awhile. 


“Fortune,” says the poet, “delights most in 
mocking those who court her. The sardonic 
satisfaction that she takes in torturing her 
votaries is only equaled by the capriciousness 
of her favors.” If ever this statement was 
realized in fact it was realized in the cases. 
given below. 

On May 1, 1882, in New York City, Wm. 
Godfrey Krueger put an end to his life. He 
was the inventor of a flying-machine, on 
which he had spent many years of ardent 
thought and restless toil. _He had fine scien- 
tific attainments, which had received some 
little public recognition. That there was 
something original if not entirely practicable 
in his air ship was attested by the fact that it 
had been awarded a patent on the 3ist of 
January preceding his self-immolation. Mr. 
Krueger had lived for sometime in Washing- 
ton, at No. 915 Ninth street, Northwest, and 
in San Francisco, where within a year he had 
delivered a series of lectures before the Acad- 
emy of Natural Sciences, on aerial naviga- 
tion. . 

THE SUICIDE 

occurred at No. 186 Forsyth street, a house 
rented by Mr. Aaron Harris and his family. 
Mr. Krueger came to them as a stranger early 
in April, 1882, and hired a lodging on the 
second floor. It was soon discovered by Mr. 
Harris that he did not have much money. He 
represented to them that he was in daily ex- 
pectation of receiving tne first installment 
of a pension due him from the Government. 
He was a nativé of Western Prussia, and had 
been in this country about twenty-three 
years. At the beginning of the civil war he 
enlisted in the Second Regiment of Volun- 
teers of Missouri, had been promoted to be 
First Lieutenant, and suffered imprisonment 
and illness in a Confederate stronghold. This 
fact was the basis of his. claim to a pension. 
For the past fifteen years he had been entire- 
ly absorbed in studying out the great prob- 
lem of his flying-machine, permitting it to 
consume everything that Ne possessed— 
health, intellect and money. Itis probable 
that he had some _ little savings when he left 
the military service. His only known occu- 
pation -beside that of an inventor had been 
the writing of occasional contributions to the 
newspapers, particularly satirical sketches 
for those printed in the German language. 

On Sunday evening, April 30, -Mr. Krue- 
ger was chatting cheerfully with his host 
and hostess beside ‘the family hearth. The 
topic was the usual one—locomotion in the 


air. 

“AllI want,” said he, “istwo men with 
$10,000 apiece to back me, and in six months 
from to-night I will cross the Atlantic in 
twenty hours.”’ 

It was ten o’clock when he bade them good- 
night, and soon afterward the whole house- 
hold was in oblivion. Between two and

Hours passed‘ by and the daylight returned.

room and just peep in and see if he’s 
awake.”’ 

The little girl went and soon returned with 
a scared look on her face. 

“IT could only see his hand,” she exclaimed, 
‘but it looked so white, that I am afraid he’s 
dead. He’s got all his clothes on, and he lies 
so still!’ 

Mrs. Harris’ hastened to the bedroom. 
She found, on trying the door atthe usual 
entrance, that something large and heavy 
had been placed against it inside. It was 
the bed But shé saw more than her 
daughter had seen. She saw blood,and, with 
a horrified scream, she flew to call her hus- 
band. The latter found stretched across the 
bed, fully dressed, and even wearing his 
spectacles, the body of Krueger. His face 
was covered with splashes of blood. There 
was alarge holein his right temple, and 
another corresponding with the opposite one. 
From both holes the brain was oozing. The 

illows and bed-coverings were dyed red. 
he right hand of the corpse grasped a large 
forty-four caliber revolver. Life had been 
one so many hours that the flesh, where it 
appened to be.free from sanguinary stains, 
looked horribly white and wax-like.

The latter were to aman 
refugees whom the revolution then raging 
in the “ever faithful isle” had driven from 
home. .They lived, some on small and irreg- 
ular allowances from Cuba; others by work- 
ing in cigar stores and -factories, and others 
still on the charity of one another. Among 
these Was a young man named Martinez. He 
was but newly landed, could not speak a 
word of English, and 

LIVED IN GREAT MISERY, 

He had arrived in the beginning of winter 
with only a summer suit, such as is custom- 
ary in the tropics, and, having no money, 
actually spent a New York winter without 
an overcoat, and dressed as if for a tropical 
summer day, in nankeen and straw. 

Nevertheless he was a pleasant young fel- 
low, and, being popular among his com- 
yatriots, they|di their best tofhelp him along. 
Je occupied a wretched, cheap little room, 
with only a bed and washstand in it, in 
which he spent most of his time. He was 
learning English, and would prattice talk- 
ing to himself all day long. He lived chief 
on bread and cheese, which he would slin 
out after dark to buy at the corner grocer 
and on sandwiches which his friends woald 
bring him from the restaurants where they 
ate. On Sundays he was always taken out

Many vessels that leave our ports ap- 
parently inamost seaworthy condition are 
never more seen nor heard of, and no amount 
of inquiry serves to throw any light on the 
cause of their disappearance. Like the 
Hermes, whose loss formed the subject of an 
investigation at Greenock last week, they 
may start with cvery prospect of a fair and 

rosperous voyage, with what is thought to 

ea safe cargo, properly stowed, and under 
the charge of a captain and crew equal to an 
emergency. And yet with all these advan 
ages, the lamentable fact remains that many 
share the fate of the Hermes, simply vanish- 
ing, and so helping to increase the melancholy 
record of siesta ships. <A valuable extract 
which has just been prepared of the returns 
issued by the Bureau Veritas brings out some 
interes ng statistics connected with this 
record. Itshows that the total number of 
sailing v and steamers lost throughout 
the world during the last two years reaches 
some 3,500, and that of these more than 300 
were reported as missing.

“A HASHISH PARTY. 


Testing Scientifically a Famous 
Oriental Drug. 


How Three Persons Were Affected by the 
Persian Intoxicant. 


From the New York Tribune.

The phy- 
sician’s graphic description of the extraor- 
ordinary i aaah of the renowned Oriental 
intoxicant so much impressed the reporter to 
whom the invitation was addressed that he 
at once made up his mind to be present and 
to see for himself whether or not the descrip-. 
tion was overrated. 

Hashish is a preparation of Cannabis In- 
dica, or Indian on. It consists mpinly of 
the resinous exudation of the plant, mixed 
with some when, favored compound which 
hides its naturally bitter taste. Dr. Pereira, 
a high medical authority, calls the drug a 
soother of pain, a narcotic, an intoxicant and 
a sudorific. Prof. Beattey and others say 
that its general effects are similar to those of 
opium, but do not involve the unpleasant 
after results which follow the administration 


of the latter. Very little seems to be known | P 


about the mysterious | igeod, and although 
the hemp from which the resin iseprocured is 
the same plant which is grown for manu- 
facturing yurposes in temperate cli- 
mates, it is only the hemp grown 
in Nepaul, erat, Persia and 
a few other tropical and semi-tropical coun- 
tries which supplive ashish possessing, the 
peculiar properties which have rendered it so 
useful to the novelist, and so interesting to 
the man of science. In India the leaves and 
stalk’of the plant are, at certain seasons, coy- 
ered with this resinous exudation, which is 
collected by men in leather dresses. These 
men run rapidly through the hemp-fields un- 
til their garments are thickly coated with it; 
and the result is a greenish, om tg | substance, 
with a slight aromatic odor and bitter taste. 
For the purpose of medicine, however, the 
drug is procured in a more effectual way by 
macerating the flowering tops of the female 
hemp plant in spirit. The mass is then press- 
ed, and the liquor is distilled and evap- 
orated by means of a water bath. 

The reporter reached the English doctor’s 
rooms punctually at 8 o’clock. Two other 
gentlemen, an American doctor and a musical 
composer, were already there. 

“Thave,” said the physician, “received 
from Persia a small quantity of whatI am 
assured is real hashish.” He produced a 
little box, which had been covered with silk 
and carefully sealed. This he opened and 
handed to his guests for their inspection. 
The box contained a dark-green viscid mass 
mixed with yellowish particles, and parti 
enveloped in withered rose-leaves. All 
present regarded the drug with curiosity, 
and expressed their  willingnsss to 
try its effects : but the physician 
having declared that they would be more 
susceptible to its influence after having had 
something to eat, all sat down to supper. The 
English doctor was in some doubt as to how 
much of the drug should be taken; and the 
Ameriqan, who had brought in his pocketa 
pair of small scales and a number of very 
minute weights, suggested that twelve or fif- 
teen grains might be swallowed with impun- 
ity. Finally, however, it was decided that, as 
the compound which had been sent from 
Persia was evidently not as potent as the pure 
extractym cannabis indice it would be safe 
to take half a teaspoonful of it. Having fin- 
ished supper, the physician and his guests 
each swallowed that quantity. The 
natural bitterness of the dru was 
almost concealed by some confection. ap- 
parently consisting of sugar and crushed 
almonds, with which it had been mixed. It 
Was ainusing to see the anxiety depicted on 
the face of the musical gentleman as he took 
his dose. He evidently expected that its 
effects would be instantaneous, and that he 
would at once subside upon the carpetin an 
uncontrollable frenzy. In five minutes, 
however, as he felt as well as before he be- 
gan to express his incredulity. The Ameri- 
can doctor improved the occasion and read a 
number of notes from medical writers pee 
the subject of Indian hemp. For more than 
an hour no one rotiniaieedl of any abnormal 
sensations: and the composer was the first 
who afforded any indications that the hashish 
was affecting him. He assumed a jaunty air 
betrayed an apparently unusual amount of 
gayety, and bégan to proclaim how comfort- 
able and happy he felt.

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TRAFFIC IN SWISS GIRLS. 


A Nefarious Business Conducted in Rus- 
sia and Poland. 
From the London Truth. 

The way in which the traffic in young girls 
—for that is what it really amounts to—is 
conducted is vividly describedin a brochure 
written by M. Louis Hoffmann, master ina 

ublic school at Corgemont, who, having 

een a private tutor both in Russia and Rus- 
sian Poland, speaks with authority. There 
are twenty-two agents, he say$, at St. Peters- 
burg, twenty-one at Moscow, and thirty at 
Warsaw for providing Russian families with 
foreign governesses, tutors and bonnes, 
Most of these agents Make their require- 
ments known through advertisements in 
Swiss papers, and many of these have cor- 
respondents at Geneva or Lausanne to whom 
applicants are instructed to apply. The rep- 
resentations made to youn women applying 
for places are always high Ny colored. aces 
at fair salaries, they are told, can be assured 
to them beforehand in highly respectable 
families—masterand mistress generous and 
amiable—life easy and advancement certain. 
Inquiries as to character and qualifications 
are not very searching, and the testimoniais 
required are generally easily furnished. The 
agents’ remuneration consists of « commis- 
sion of ten per cent on the amount of the 
first year’s salary, a like commission bene 
seer her employer, which is also deducte 

rom the aspirant’s se (although she did 
not know it at the time of her engagement.) 
When a dozen or more young Women have 
ms down their names as accepting situa-

May, and —but it’s no 
use making an elite directory. I have men- 
tioned enough to give you an idea of what 
kind of people learn, appreciate and play 
the banjo, andI may incidentally mention 
that we have now among our pupils nine 
young ladies moving in good society, and 
who give every promise of becoming such 
performers as a teacher may feel justly 
proud of, to say nothing of several more of 
whom I do not expect much artistically. It 
is notevery one who begins to learn that 
continues. The first lesson is apt to make 
the rosy oe of pretty fingers exceedingly 
tender, and even raise blisters on them. 
Then, if the owner of the pretty fingers has 
simply taken up the banjo from*¢aprice, or 
because some other society girl of her ac- 
quaintance has done so, she drops it in pain 
and disgust, but if she perseveres she will 
find that after those first blisters go away no 
more will come, and her fingers will not de- 
velop big joints and a sprawl, as they are 
liable to from piano nritlion, or get unsight!y 
callouses upon them, such as come some- 
times from playing the harp, and always 
from fingering the zither. 

“And, by the way, we now have what we 
had not at all when I first began teaching, 
that is regular music, written. for the banjo, 
adapted to its compass, bringing out all the 
fine effects of which it is capable, and suited 
to the varying skill of players, from simple 
jigs up to the most elaborate and diffi- 
cult arrangements of the piano and 
violin solos of Paganini, Ole Buli, Wilhelm}, 
Gottschalk, and other composers for 
those instruments. When I began to teach 
and found the necessity for music, to fasten 
in my pupils’ heads the airs I taught—teach- 
ing at first by rote as others did—I adopted a 
very simple and, [ think, rather ingenious 
system of notaiion. The fivelinesI too ask 
representing the five strings of a banjo. On 
them—making no account of the spaces—lI 
wrote two kinds of notes, a whole one for an 
open-string tone,.a half for a fingered string, 
specifying by a number the freis to be passed 
in aslide, and writing chotds by connected 
notes. It was a good guide to fingering, but 
after a while my brother and I studied music, 
learned to write it, and so fell into line with 
the rest of the musical world. Now there 
are many hundreds of pieces of banjo sheet 
music. Very often we are e¢alled upon to 
make private arrangements of operatic 
pieces or selections for ladies, who pay liber- 
ally for them on condition thatthey are not 
published or furnished to anybody else. 

‘When I began teaching in Wooster street, 
twenty-seven years ago, 1 got $5 for 10 les- 
sons, and sold a banjo, the ordinary ones of 
those days, for from $5 to $10. Such was the 
demand for lessons that I made from $150 to 
$200 a week. When we moved up on the 
Bowery our prices went up a little. and again 
when we found ourselves warranted in going 
to Broadway. Steadily advancing toward 
Fifth avenue, you obsorve. Now I get $40 
for 24 lessons of an hour each, or $30 tur the 
same number of half-hour lessons, and the 
prices of banjos have risen to $25 for a good 
instrument, and as much as $100 for a really 
fine one. Only a few days ago an old lady on 
Fifth avenue sent for me and said: ‘I don’t 
think there’s much music in the banjo, but 
my daughter has got the banjo fever and I 
suppose she will have to have her way about 
it.” Shedid have her way, and I have con- 
vinced the mother already that there is a 
great deal of musicin the banjo. But I only 
mentioned that for her phrase about the 
‘banjo fever.’ It is a very widespread fever. 
The makers of banjos are not able to supply 
the present demand for the instruments, 


mainly to the West and South. ,In the East 
higher-priced instruments are wanted.”

that if the theft is suspected and an arrest 
made, no property will be found on_ the real 
thief near the person plundered. Generally 
the one who actually takes the property 
will be so profuse in apologies for the crowd- 
ing, and so intensely respectable in appear- 
ance. that suspicion will be averted. 

It is not unusual now on the occasion of a 
large funeral of some noted person to send 
detectives for the Lal oor of spotting the 
best-known thieves.

Only a few weeks ago a neatly-iressed wo- 
nan named Mary Williams, in deep mourn- 
ing, was detected picking a gold watch from 
the pocket of a woman at the side of a coffin. 

T coo is a considerable collection of funer- 
al thieves among the portraits of ‘The 
Rogues’ Gallery.” Among those who have 
been identified with this branch of crime 
are ‘‘Nosey Mullins,” Ellen Sullivan, alias 
Howanagh, Margaret Bell, Mary Blake, re- 
cently arrested in Brooklyn and identified by 
Inspector Byrnes, John ney, Jack ‘Tier- 
and his wife. Ann Carrigan, Mary Ann Tay- 
lorand her consort “Funeral Wells” have 
been the leaders of a number of funeral rob- 
beries. Other well-known pickpockets in 
this line are John Kehoe, May More, Mary 
Hughes and Annie MeGwin. Their pictures 
are the most respecha yer in the gal- 
lery. There is little that is forbidding, and 
muchAhat is attractivein their physiogno- 
mies. Of course, when a funeral is going on 
persons will not be over particular abont in- 
quiring concerning those present. Thieves 
consult the notices in the newspapers and 
select houses where, judging from the neigh- 
borhood, théy will find good picking, and 
then they go in force so as to w®rk scientifie- 
ally. They know when is the safest time to 
push and crowd. It is a safe rule at a funeral 
as well as in any crowd to look out for one’ 
valuables.

Another Gefman triumph is the “‘traveling 
dinners’ in vogue on the line between Co- 
logne and Berlin. Between these two points, 
a matter of ten hours’ journey, the train stops 
nowhere longer than five minytes. To en- 
able the passengers to refresh themselves en 
route, therefore, the guard inquires before 
starting who will dine at Hanover, and when 
the train arrives at that station waiters de- 
posit trays in the carriages according to the 
number indicated by slips stuck by the 
on the windows of each compartment.

A MODEL SANCTUARY. 


The New Church for St. Mark’s 
English Lutheran Con- 
gregation. 


Description of the Beautiful Edifices-Ar- 
rangements for the Dedication 
To-Morrow. 


St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
of which Rev. Dr. Rhodes is pastor, just 
completed, is a model of beauty and comfort. 
It is located on the southwest corner of Bell 
street and Cardinal avenue, one block west 
of Garrison avenue, and is reached by Wash- 
ington avenue and Franklin avenue cars from 
the east and Jefferson avenue cars from thg 
south. The lot on which it stands, seventy- 
five feet in width by 134 feet in length, was 
purchased in 1880 for the sum of $5,250, and 
is beautifully located. It is quiet, easy of 
access from all points, and comparatively 
free from dustand from the noise of traffic. 
The corner-stone was laid May 29, 1881, and 
the lower or lecture-room was first occupied 
February 19 this year. The building, which 
is entirely unique among the churches of the 
city, was designed and erected under the 
supervision of Mr. Charles K. Ramsey, and in 


style of architecture is a combination of sev- 
eral methods, with English-Gothic predomi- 
nating. The size of the structure is 120 feet 
in length by 75 feet in width. Beneath, the 
entire space is excavated, containing three 
large hard coal furnaces, with gentlemen’s 
toilet rooms in front and kitchen and dining- 
room in therear. The lecture-room used for 
Sabbath-school and devotional meetings has 
aseating capacity for 450 persons, and is 
seated with walnut chairs and handsomely 
carpeted. Besides these there are two par- 
lors, two class-rooms, a library-room and a 
ladies’ toilet, all furnished with comfort and 
taste. The upper or main audience room is 
9 feet in length by 65 in width; it is 
furnished with taste, seated in amphitheater 
form, is capable of seating 800 persons, and 
in its acoustics is pronounced by competent 
judges to be perfect. For light, hearing and 
every conifort it is unsurpassed. The walls 
are frescoed in oil with becoming taste and 
beauty. Cathedral glass, rich in design and 
color, fills the numerous windows. The 
pulpit, chairs and chancel table are of solid 
walnut, and are greatly admired for their 
earving finish. The auditorium is entered 
both at the north and the south, rendering 
access and exit easy and rapid. ‘The pulpitis 
entered through the wall immediately in the 
rear of it, from the pastor’s office, a small 
room with stained windows, permanent 
wash-stand, and in every way beautifully 
furnished, chiefly by friends not.mem- 
bers of the church. The vesti- 
bule or main entrance is dis- 
tinct from the main building and combines 
unusual beauty with anusual adaptation to 
its usé. Altogether itis a house of wor- 
ship most admirably adapted in every way to 
the purpose for which it was intended. 

Both for comfort of minister and people 
nothing has been left undone, and it is 
worthy of record that a church building has 
at last been erected which in its appoint- 
ments is pownape free from the blunders 
which so often mar the harmony of such 
edifices. The whole edifice is a picture 
of harmony, a magnificent tribute to the skill 
of the designer and the liberality of the con- 
gregation. The great organ is built in an 
alcove, to the left of the pulpit, especially 
designed for it, with a baleony egtending for 
the choir. The instrument is large, has two 
banks of keys with all modern hnprovements 
and is as beautiful in its exterior as it is 
sweet and powerfulin its tone. The entire 
cost of lot, building and furnishing is a little 
more than $60,000. 

THE DEDICATION. 

The ceremonies of dedication take place to- 
morrow. In the morning at a quarter before 
eleven the sermon of the occasion will be 
preached by the Rey. Dr. 8. A, Ort, president 
of Witten ule College, Springfield, Ohio, 
The Rey.

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THE PILOT SERVICE. 
Men Who Guide the ‘Storm-Tossed 
Mariner Into Port. 


- = 


A Class of Short-Lived But Daring 
«, Seamen. 


Whether there be danger in the sky, sea or, 
air, says a writer in the New York Heralds 
the perilous nature of the pilot’s duties 
makes it imperative that he meet it with a 
cheerful alacrity, for the esprit du corps 
existing in the guild is imperious in its in- 
fluence. Caste among the brotherhood the 
pilot must not lose, or else he is indeed a 
ruined man. No word in the English Jan- 
guage is better understood nor clearer in its 
meaning than the word pilot, though its ori- 
gin is somewhat uncertain. The best author- 
ities agree, however, that it was probably 
taken from the Dutch, being nearly identi- 
cal with pylloot, compounded from peilen, 
which means, “sound the depth.” The 
Dutéeh root is lootsman, which, in Old Eng- 
lish, is lodesman, and signifies to lead, direct, 
ete. Thus it can be seen that pilot means to 
direct the-vessel by sounding. As early as 
the fourteenth century, almost every mari- 
time country incorporated in their laws the 
code making the employment of pilots com- 
pulsory on the masters of vessels. 

PILOTS’ RESPONSIBILITIES, 

Except in matters of discipline, full com- 
mand of the vessel is vested in the pilot. 
He can have the sails, the steering, etc., en- 
tirely under his control by existing British 
laws. His responsibility is great. the gen- 
eral rule being that ho owner or master ofa 
ship is answerable to any other person for 
any loss or damage occasioned by the fault 
or incompetency of a qualified pilot acting in 
charge of said ship when she is within the 
district of the pilot, and when his employ- 
ment is compulsory; though. the presence of 
& pilot does not absolve a master from the con- 
sequences of any injury that may be caused 


by his own carelessness or ignorance. By 
the old Norse laws, either a master ora _ Ssea- 
man of a vessel could cut off a pilot’s head 
were he to lose or imperil the vessel and not 
be able to make the loss good. At the pres- 
ent day he is liable to a fine or imprisonment 
for any display of incapacity or carelessness, 
and always loses his livelihood. Such_ the 
penalties, the onerous nature of the pilot’s 
duties are fully as obvious. As In “days of 
yore,” he is a part and parcel of the national 
defence, for without him commerce could 
not exist. 
ONEROUS DUTIES. 
+‘He must be ready at call, and under all 
circumstances, to face alike the - winter's 
blinding sleet and the summer’s heat, the 
storm and the sunshine, and, blow high or 
blow low, in fair weather or in foul, the re 
must be at his station, to guide safely all in- 
coming vessels. At the risk of his life must 
he board them, and show his willingness and 
certificate of capacity to sail them to their 
destination clear from all local dangers. Such 
duties are not performed without more or less 
risk of life at any of the principal seaports, 
but the danger which attend the arduous 
service of the pilots of New York harbor ex- 
ceeds by far any otherin the world. None 
can dispute this fact. What more dangerous 
“pocket,” soto speak, can be foundina 
heavy southeaster, than that made by ‘Long 
Island’s sea-girt shore’’ on one side, and the 
treacherous sands of Jersey beach on the 
other. Between these two “graveyards” 
must the daring pilots of New York patrol 
at all seasons of the year, in obedience to the 
demands of commerce, and that such danger- 
ous service isa severe strain upon their 
and gee organization is attested by the fact 
hat a pilot's life is of short duration. 
SHORT-LIVED MEN. 

Statistics show that few live beyond the 
age of fifty-six years, their average age being 
only forty-five years. All are picked men, 
too, for the arduous nature of the service re- 
quires imperatively the highest degree of ex- 
cellence in all the physical attributes of man- 
hood. To the practice of his profession, the 
pilot must bring the sight or a hawk,the grip 
of a grizziy bear and the wind of a race- 
horse. He must have, too, a cast-iron en- 
duranee and his bodily health must be per- 
fect, or else—like a cork—down “‘to leeward” 
he goes in his severe training. He must be 
something of a sailor when beginning and 
serve seven years of an apprenticeship under 
the tuition of full branch pilots aboard ofa 
vilot boat. Then, if propery recommended, 

® is examined by a board of experts, and, 
should he be found competent, he is given a 
fourteen-foot warrant. With this he prac- 
tices a year and is again examined and given 
a sixtecn-foot license. For another year he 
pilots vessels of sixteen feet draught and 
is examined again, when, should 
ho- pass this  test—more exacting 
than the former ones—he is allowed an 
eighteen-foot warrant. With this he pilots 
vessels for another year, at the end of which, 
should he have passed through the three 
years of probation or system of trial, without 
meeting any accidents, he is given a “‘full 
branch,” and becomes a full-fledged New 
York pilot. It is, perhaps, needless to say 
that at this time he is also a qualified sea- 
man, thorough in all nautical accomplish- 
ments; for he can “hand, reef and steer,’ 
navigate by sun, moon or star, and with the 
“marks and deeps” of the lead-line familiar 
to him as his own handwritiug, he knows the 
intricacies and varying depths of the many 
channels as well as the nae driver knows 
Broadway. 

HIS ACQUIREMENTS. 

A technical knowledge of all rigs, too, he 
must possess, besides a sign manual by which 
he can make himself understood among the 
sailors of all nations. Many and varied are 
his acquirements, and much is demanded at 
times—even an exact knowledge of the mys- 
terious effect produced by the rudder of a 
screw steamer when .the engines are 
reversed expected of him. This 
prone as is well known, has be- 

ogged the highest scientific naval au- 
thorities of the world heretofore, and yet 
the pilot must decide instantly in some situ- 
ations whether to go back or ahead, having, 
of course, only a superficial acquaintance 
with the craft; and should he by mischance 
scratch the sides or mar her reins a howl 
goes s immediately along the North River 
about the incompetencey of the New York pi- 
lots. They are censorious, indeed, these for- 
olen navigators—navigators, too, whose skill 
is taxed tothe full always with their un- 
wieldly hulks when avoiding collisions ona 
highway so broad even as the Atlantic Ocean. 
Let the cae proach skill be ,what it may, the 
intricacies of coast navigation will alway de- 
inand the services of trained and skillful pi- 
lots, which fact, always recognized by mari- 
time countries—and all marine underwriters 
—is not lessened in its importance by any of 
the many aids rendered by science in late 
years to the seaman. There are times, of 
course, When the services of a pilot seem su- 
perfiuous, but who can deny, in common 
sense, that his prevence on board lessens the 
risk of accident? 

HI8 POOR COMPENSATION, 

It is also an obvious corrollary that his 
compensation should be in proportian to the 
expense and risk thathe fncurs. Compari- 
sons made lately in some interested quarters 
of the earnings of foreign pilots with those 
of the New York pilots show that the latte: 
receive the most pay. Whether these eom- 
parisons have been correctly computed or not 
matters little just here. Grant the faet, for 
the present, and calculate the risk of life and 
property comparatively. Where in the w 
—numerous ne and orphans of New 
York ask—have there been so many lives 
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steam fleets of the world converging towards 
the angle made by Long Island and New Jer- 
sey shores, the risk in life and property in the 
pilot’s profession becomes more and more 
each succeeding year. From no other cause 
than that of collision such an inference is 
fully warranted, for, with the increase of 
vessels in such a (comparatively) confined 
space, the probabilities of accident from 
collision alone must increase in an accelerat- 
ed ratio. In the past many cases of collision 
with pilot boats (always fatal to them) are 
known by positive evidence. Many cases of 
missing pilot crafts within the last twenty- 
five years can also be attributed to the same 
cause, as the doubt is reasonable whether a 
pilot boat ever foundered. The average loss 
as the records show, has been two and a half 
lives and six-sevenths of a boat each year 
during a space of twenty-one years, In pro- 
pares to the whole nwnber employed in the 

usiness this ratio is $hpalling, and, when 
compared with the statistics © marine dis- 
asters, makes the “dangers of the sea” 
appear small indeed, viewed in contrast with 
those of the pilotage into New York Bay. 
BOATMAN, SAILOR AND NAVIGATOR, | 
Subjected to a training and an 1s Neorg ad 
ship that no seafaring manis, which makes 
him a skilled bontman, sailor and navigator, 
and with a greater risk of his life and prop- 
erty always, the pilot of New York Bay can- 
not be heid as unreasonable when demand- 
ing more compensation than he who goes 
“down on the deep in. ships.” ‘That 
anomalies, abuses and possible corruption 
exist in the present administration of the pi- 
lot system of this city cannot be denied, but 
the reduction made last year in the aggregate 
amount of dues collected must be taken as 
irrefragible proof that some advance has been 
made in conformance with the popular de- 
sire; and, at the same time, it is, indeed, 
doubtful whether further steps in thé same 
directiou will benefit the shipping comimun- 
ity. The pilotage system may be a burden, 
but it is a necessary one, and no one knows 
this fact better than the sailor, who is not 
obliged to pay the ‘‘oft-shore”’ pilotage if he 
does not need the services of the pilot. 

OFF SHORE PILOTAGE. 
The New York pilots cannot bring vessels 
into this port from adistance of three or 
four hundred miles at sea—for fun. That the 
inasters of vessels do not need the services of 
the pilot off shore is, nine times out of ten, 
the veriest fudge, and told only in the con- 
signee’s office by the master to square him- 
seifin the matter of ability; for the fact is 
that many a good deep-water sailor becomes 
demoralized when he reaches soundings, so 
great does his responsibility appear as the 
lead touches the bottom. Having crossed the 
Gulf Stream, the effect of which upon his 
vessel's course is yet far yond 
the science of navigation, he 
has, perhaps had no “sight” of 
the sun, and with the heavy easterly weather 
and the insidious lee set of the seas he is 
painfully aware of the inaccuracy and treach- 
erous nature of anything like ‘dead reckon- 
ing.” He has, too, been endgeling his tired 
and weary brain with the soundings as com- 
pared with the standard charts, and “black 
sand,” “gray sand,” “yellow sand and stone,”’ 
‘‘mud and. shells,” with the accompanying 
fathoms, have dazed him. All the time, per- 
haps, the gale is freshening, and, though 
standing ‘‘off and on,”’ with a sallor’s instinct 
he is keenly sensible that his vessel is drift- 
ing slowly but surely into the dangerous cul 
de sac of the entrance to New York, Bay. 
THE WELCOME PILOT BOAT.

The Committee on Ar- 
rangements, determined to see that the hall 
should be a source of pecuniary protit to no 
one, have given all help to understand that if 
they attempt to wring anything from the 
public or even accept what is given, they 
will be visited with the wrath of the Prophet 
The doors of the Third street, Pine stleer 
and Fourth street entrances will be open to 
guests at 7 o’clock, but the Chestnut street 
door will be closed to the public until after 
the Prophets have entered the _ building. 
Tickets will have to be shown at the entrance 
and surrendered at the door of the hall. Each 
holder of a ticket will retain the coupon, 
which entitles him toa programme of the 
dances.

ing-room. Room No. 202 will 
be the headquarters of the 
reception committee, of which Mr. W. A, 
Hargadine is chairman. The secretary’s of- 
fice wilt be set apart for the use of the indies? 
cloak room. They will enter it from the hall 
and after disposing of their wraps pass into 
the reading room, beyond which will be.trans- 
formed into a dressing room. A good many 
changes are to be made in its appocnemants, 
and ladies who have been there before will 
be surprised to find that they ean inspect 
their faces and costumes before a handsome 
set of mirrors and dressing cases. In order 
that there may be accommodations for all, 
the billiard room on the Pine street side, 
ground floor, will be called 
into service as an extra cloak 
room for the use of such ladies and gentle- 
men who may choose to dispose of their outer 
coverings before going upstairs. 

The rule in regard to full evening dress is 
to be enforced with the utmost.rigor.

THE CAT. 
Something About the Felines of 
St. Louis, , : 
ae" : 
Over Six Thousand Mousers at Large in 


the Town--Queer Facts About 
the Animal. 


The cat is distinguished from the mollusk 
by the fact that it is gifted with a backbone. 
It is distinguished from the other vertebrates 
by the fact that it can. tie its backbone 
up into double bow-knots “and arch 
it- into a perfect line of beauty. 
The cat has been the com- 
panion and friend of man or woman since the 
dawn of history. Semiramis, the great 
Egyptian queen, was the great protector of 
the cat, and since that day Tabby has been 
the especial protegée of the Old Maid. Song 
and story, philosopher and poet have rhymed 
and written the legend of the 
lady and the cat. When the chilling 


blasts of thirty winters have blown the kink 
out of the feminine curls there is a restful- 
ness in the singing teapot on the hob and the 
purring pussy on the rug more than sufficient 
to replace the Husband in the mature female 
breast. ‘The cat is the commonest, the clean- 
est, the most admired and_ the 
most thoroughly detested of the domestic au- 
imals. Itis not responsive to affection. . All 
itasksis to be well fed, tobe kept warm 
and to be let alone. These conditions given, 
the whole world may go.to wrack and wruin 
and it will not purr one wyurr 
faster in the minute. A care- 
ful collection of statistics from many 
sources gives 
TWO CATS TO EVERY 110 INHABITANTS. 
of the cities in Europe. Applying this rule to 
the 375,000 inhabitants of St. Louis will give 
6,518 2-11 cats. From this sum 2-10 may be 
deducted for personal equation, leaving a 
grand total of 6,818 Thomases 
and Tabithas to be distrib- 
uted among the 70,000 buildings in 
the city. Of these it is probable that fully 
4,000 are -pariahs, living in a state of constant 
warfare with society, leading an existence of 
stealth and fear, dodging brick-bats by day 
and fruit cans by night. 2,000 more are the 
useful store and house mousers, 
earning honestly by the sweat of . their 
brow their daily bread din the pursuit 
of the elusive rodent and the protection of 
the maltin the great warehouses that the 
Mercantile Jack has built in the center of 
the city. The remaining 818 are the feline 
aristocracy of the town. These are the 
sweet Angoras and the_ tailless Manx, 
who sleep on velvet cushions, 
and ride in their mistress’ phetons in the 
day. ‘The lap cat has superseded the poodle 
on a great many feminine skirts, and some of 
these little beauties are worth fabulous sums 
of money. One belonging to a fash- 
ionable demimondaine, a meek-eyed, 
dun-colored angora of the true blood, 
is valued at $150. Still.sucha price as that 
is the exception, not the rule. ‘he average 
eat of high degree when trasferred by sale 
must be a very blue-blooded and peculiar ani- 
mal indeed to fetch $20 at Sheriff's sale. Most 
pet cats are acquired by gift in kittenhood. 
THE AVERAGE MOUSER 
can kill and eat twenty mice a day; the aver- 
age pet cat cannot eat a mouse that is killed 
and skinned for it unless itis cooked. This 
goes to show the degeneracy of civiliza- 
tion. The cat in England has 
been known positively since A. D. 6810 
and was there possibly domesticated a cen- 
tury before them. At that time the domes- 
ticated cat which was brought from Rome 
was worth its weight in silver. An English 
canon enacted in 1127 forbade any abbess or 
nun to use more costly fur ‘than 
that of lambs or cats, and the cat was 
an object of chase in royal forests. The or- 
dinary domestic cat comes to us from the far 
East, and isadescendant of the domestic 
cat of Egypt. In that country it is mention- 
ed in inscriptions of the year 1684 B. C. 
It was worshipped as a god in many 
parts of Egypt. It was unknown 
to the Greeks, who used the white-breasted 
marten for the destruction of domestic ver- 
min. The cat was at home in Europe at the 
Christian era. In Switzerland and Saxony in 
the middle ages the value of a cat was so 
great that a cat-killer was mulcted 
of as much wheat as was needed 
to forma pile sufficient to cover over the 
body of the animal to the tip of its tail, the 
tail being held up vertically, with the cat’s 
muzzle resting on the ground. There are 
some singular feats connected with the 
COLOR OF CATS 
which are not generally known. For in- 
stance, white cats with blue eyes are always 
deaf, but when the eye is yellow the cat can 
hear as well as any other animal, The color 
of the eye in the common cat always 
changes under excitement. The Ma- 
lay cat has invariably -a_ twist, 
like a pig’s, in_ its’. tail, which 
eannot be straightened out, and the Maux 
eat has no tailatall. Among no people does 
the cat receive so much honor as among the 
followers of Islam. Mohammed himself upon 
one occasion cut Off the sleeves of his 
robe sooner than disturb a cat that was 
sleeping thereon. 

AMONG THE CURIOSITIES OF CATRO, 
the capital of Egypt, is.an amateur branch 
of the Humane Society, for the especial 
benefit of poor Puss. A eurious legacy was 
some years ago left by a wealthy burgher to 
enlarge the permanent income of the Cadi, 
on condition of his nourishing and cherish- 
ing all the unclaimed cats in Cairo. A large 
courtyard has been devoted to their especial 
benefit; and here the “nice, soft, furry 
ereatures’’ lie and baskin the sun, and are 
fed at stated jntervals, and, altogether, 
have a velty good time of it. 
It is a eurious§ fact, however, . that, 
although daily additions are made to this 
large feline home, the inmates rarely amount 
to more than fifty. This (inthe absence of 
sausage machines) is a very remarkable prob- 
lem. The aversion which some people enter- 
tain to cats was one day turned to excellent 
account by a gentleman whose next neighbor 
in chambers made Himself odious by practic- 
ing on a cornet, or big fiddle, or some such 
instrument of tortnre, in spite of the civil 
entreaties of our friend, = who 
was nearly wild with headache. 
At last, exasperated beyond endurance, he 
sallied forth and invested in a large packet 
of valerian, which he sprinkled on the low 
roofs below the windows. . Of course, in half 
an hour all the cats in the neighborhood had 
assembled, and, crazy with delight, issued 
ecards of invitation to all their acquaintances, 
and very soon the army of cats, each more 
mad than its neighbor, were dancing and 
scrambling, fighting and mauling, till the 
barbarian with the musical ear-rack, was 
tearing his hair in a frenzy 
nearly as wild as the cats. His neighbor 
was so delighted ‘at the success of his 
little joke that his headache was cured. 
Meanwhile a shower of rain washed the 
valerian into the courtyard below. Then 
every one who walked across the court 
broughtin particles thereof on the soles of 
his feet; and the cats found their way up- 
stairs by scores, even into the chambers of 
the cat-hater, who, on the whole, was very 
fairly punished, They seem to have the 
same aifection for very young nemophila, 
and come and lie down ied roll on it

Speaking of cats, is it not startiing to hear 
that the cats of London—the real household 
pets—are said to number 300,000, without any 
sort of calculation for homeless wanderers 
whose nasal yells disturb nocturnal peace‘ 
The amount annually spent in purchasing 
horseflesh from the cats’ meat men in London 
is said to be £100,000! This, according to 
vulgar notions, should be a proof of the folly 
of elderly spinsters, who are generally sup- 
sed to have @ monopoly of feline affections. 
‘he great cat show held in London a few 
years ago, however, betrayed a very different 
state of domestic matters, the male exhibitors 
being 80 numerous and 80 successful that

FAMILY GREED.

Another Sensational Will Case in New 
York City. 
New York Special to Chicago Tribune. 

Papers have just been filed in the County 
Clerk’s office bere in a suit rivaling in im- 
portance the famous Vanderbilt and Stewart 
will contests, and in which prominent people 
will be the leading figures. It Will soon be 
called for trial in the Superior Court. The 
amount involved in the suit is $1,500,000, 
and if the allegations contained in 
the bill of aor yee be true it will 
be one of the most curious cases on record. 
The suit is begun by John C, Ham- 
ilton, grandson of the late John C. Hamilton, 
the great grandson of Alexander Hamilton, 
for the revocation of the probate of the will 
of his grandmother, Maria E. Hamilton, the 
wife of the late Jolin C. Hamilton, the plain- 
tiff’s father. John C. A. Hamilton, one of 
the several sons of John C. Hamilton, wag a 
civil engineer. He went West many years 
ago and died there, and although his sons re- 
turned to New York, they have had very 
little intercourse with the members of their 

randfather’s family, Their grandmother, 
Mrs. Maria E. Hamilton, died in 
1873, and her will gave all her real estate to 
her husband, John C. Hamilton. She wasa 
daughter of John Vanderheuvel, one of 
the wealthiest of the old New Yorkers. John 
©. Hamilton, who was a young lawyer just 
beginning the practice of his profession. in 
this city, eloped with her in 1816. -When Mr. 
Vanderheuvel died he left over $500,000 
réady money to be divided among his 
children, and of this sum Mrs, Hamil- 
ton’s portion was about $60,000. Mrs. Van- 
derheuvel survived 1er husband for 
several years, and at her death, left a large 
amount of real estate, also to be divided 
among her children. When the partition 
took place Mr. Hamilten bought in some 
valuable Broadway and other property with 
his wife’s money, and led her to believe that 
the purchase was made in her name. This 
property, which is now valued at $1,500,000, 
wag devised by Mrs. Hamilton’s will to her 
husband, John C. Hamilton. Her mind, it 
is alleged, was impaired, and that her 
will was made, if at all, under compul- 
sion exerted by the husband. Her husband 
led her to believe that the will gave him only 
a life interest in the property, and that after 
his death it would be divided in equal por- 
tions among all the ehildren. On these state- 
ments Mrs Hamilton consented to sign the 
will she did. In order to get rid of all scan- 
dal and to avoid further opposition to pro- 
bating the will, an agreement was entered 
into between the children of Mrs. Hamilton, 
whereby certain portions Of land should be 
equally divided between them, and that at 
the death of John C. Hamilton he should 
give the remaining portion to the children, 
or the children of the parent so dying in his 
lifetime. 

John C. Hamilton died in July last, and 
his will, which will be offered for probate to- 
morrow morning, ignores the children of his 
son, the late John A. Hamilton. The 
pened in the foregoing suit, John C. L. 
lamilton, will also contest this will. It is 
said that many surprising and sensational 
facts will be brought to light in the trial of 
the two cases, and that, so far as public in- 
terest is concerned, the Vanderbilt will con- 
test will sink into insignificance beside the 
Hamilton will contest.

Some Funeral Facts, 
From the New York Sun. 


“They buried people with their heads to 
the west when I was a boy,” Undertaker 
Stephen Merritt said, “but somehow the 

ractice seems to have fallen into disuse of 
ate. I donot know how it originated, or 
whether it was observed by any special class 
or race. Lately the cemeteries have so many 
winding walks,nooks and corners that graves 
are made in all positions. About_the only 
rule now observed is to bury with the feet to 
the road. In mostof the cemeteries there is 
no accurate record of the position of bodies. 
In cases where there are no headstones it is 
impossible to fix the position of the head of a 
grave without geking reistives. The Maple 
Grove QGemetery authorities, however, have 
introduced the plan of keeping a careful dia- 
gram of the position of all graves. 

Another old-time practice about funerals 
has undergone some change. That is the 
frequency with which funerals occurred on 
Sunday. Now there is a growing practice of 
having funerals on week days.’ There are 
various reasons for this u.sange. One is that 
it is difficult to secure the services of clergy- 
men on Sunday. On that day clergymen are 
busier than on any other. Another reason 
for the change is that Sunday funerals were 
so numerous that it was impossible to supply 
a sufficient number of carriages that day. 
The number who would attend Sunday fun- 
erals was greater than would attend on any 
other day of the week, and more carriages 
were reguired.

MAKING CIGARS. 


Schools Where All the Steps From Strip- 
ping to Packing are Taught. 
From the New York Sun. 
In the columns of the German daily news- 
papers there constantly appearadvertisements 
of which the following is atranslatlon: ‘‘in- 


struction given in the art of cigar-making and | 


packing; Work given after learning.” Up 
two flights of stairsin a tenement house in 
Orchard street lives an aged Jew named Her- 
man Rosenberg, an old man with a patriarch- 
al appearance. A black velvet skull cap sur- 
mounts his head, from which depend silvery 
locks, while a fiowing white beard conceals 


his person to the waist. The teacher of the art | 
of cigar-making courteously greeted the re- | 
porter in the school-room, and, dusting a | 


three-legged stool, bade him be seated. Seven 
students were seated upon benches and busy 
with their studies. Before them were piles 
of tobacto and the tools of the cigar-making 
craft. 

‘Yes,’’ said Mr. Rosenberg, “I have been 
éngaged in the business of teaching the art of 
cigar-making for ten years, and have had 
hundred of pupils. My books, in which I re- 
cord the age, residence and date of entry of 
each pupil, show that since 1678 I have given 
lessons to more than 150 pupils. Most of 
them are now earning good wages as work- 
men in large shops, but some never could be 
made to know how to make a cigar.” 

“What is your inethod of instruction?” 

Pupils are taught first how to strip tobacco ; 
that is, how to take the stem from the leaf. 
In a week’s time they are advanced a step, 
and taught how to bunch; thatis, putting the 
inside of a cigar together. In another week, 
if apt, they begin to learn rolling, as putting 
on the wrappers is called. The rolling on of 
the wrapper is a difficult thing to do. The 
leaf is tender, and it has to be stretched and 
manipulated with deéft fingers, lest it be torn 
and become worthless except for scraps. The 
time varies when pupils are ready for grad- 
uation. Some get through in two or 
three weeks; others find a course of 
six weeks necessary. There is_ also 
a post-graduate course. Graduates, after 
they have left me and find themselves still 
imperfect, can come back and get additional 
instruction. I make no charge for this. The 
fee of $10 once paid, pupils can come and go 
as often as they choose. For a fee of $25 I 
teach how to pack cigars. This is the best 
paid branch of the trade, and requires eves 
quick to discern slight shades of color. ‘The 
cigars, after they have left the roller’s hands, 
are placed ina heap before the packer, and 
it is his business to sort and pack the cigars 
in boxes according to their shade, when they 
are branded ‘Claro,’ light brown, to ‘Madu- 
ro,’ dark brown.” 

“Do you guarantee employment to your 
graduates ?’ , 

“No; they must take their chances of find- 
ing work. Butl oy rage to fit them so 
they can readily obtain employment. Cigar 
employers, as a general rule, don't % oo 
into the antecedents of their workmen. They 
are satisfied if they do their work well, and 
my instruction is all that is needed to fulfill 
the conditions imposed by employers. 5o 
far my pupils have all readily obtained 
work.’ oe 

“Of what nationality are your pupils?” 

“Germans, principally; but a number of 
Americans, seeking a good trade, have come 
tome for instruction. The Hebrew Emi- 
grant Aid Society desired me to instruct 
gome of the Russian refugees, and offered me 
$10 a head, but Iean’tdo much with those 
pupils. I did instruct one refugec, and he is 
now working in a lage shop. conduct my 
school under a cigar-maker s license, and | 
sell its products.’ 

The reporter visited several other schools 
of the same sort, and found the papi all 
foreigners, mainly Germans and Bohemians. 
The curriculum appeared to be the same in 
each, and so did the cost of tuition. Mt A. 
Strasser, president of the Cigarmakers’ In- 
ternational Union, was asked if graduates 
from cigar schools could join cigarmakers 
unions? “There is no obstaele in the way,” 
said he, “if they prove themselves to be yee 
tical workmen. in eountry towns the local 
unions require apprenticeship, 
but in New York the antecedents of 
applicants! for membership are not 
particularly inquired into. The application 
must come through the shop, and the pe 
eant’s fellow workmen have every opper uni- 
ty to judge of his ability in and knowledge of 
the craft. If he understands the trade his 
application is endorsed and forwarded, and 
in due time he is taken into the union. The 
fellows who graduate from cigar schools, as 
arule, find work in busy times, .and are 
thrown out of one shop after another until 
by hard knocks they gain some knowledge of 
the business. From two to five in every fifty 
become cigarmakers.”’

The rtew silk passementeries are in 
satin cord chenille, and a great variety of 
new fancy cords, including fine spiral cord, 
heavy cable cords, a new square cord, which 
is used in quite large sizes. Passementeries 
are in set designs and in flower and fruit 
patterns. . Large quantities of stylish trim- 
ming are shown in guipure and Spanish lace 
run with satin cord, and though this trim- 
ming was introduced last season, it will 
probably come into popular use this fall-and 
winter as garniture for black silk dresses, the 
ae being beaded by a passementerie in satin 
cord. 

Chenille is the mést popular lining for | 
cloaks and handsome broeaded wraps. Heavy 
fringes and long ruches of solid chenille are 
imported for cloaks, and numerous draping 
cords and ornaments of topes of twisted silk 
cord and chenille are imported, which are in- 
tended for the garniture of handsome outside 
garments.’ Embroideries of silk on wool and 
satin have been manufactured in this coun- 
try in such large quantities that they are 
now sold at very low prices and have become 
too common to be popular with fastidious 
people.
